DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

A. image receiving means for receiving image data having the location data , 

from another preceding vehicle (see applicant's specification page 2) or, 

B. image receiving means for receiving an image having the largest electric field 
strength , etc (applicant's page 3), or 

C. image receiving means for receiving an image of the background of the present 
location of another navigation device, from a center device (see applicant's page 3).
